(ATtfMHiJttv Sruliuii, Aug. 7, 1878.) 

I havo seen my name mentioned in 
your columns in connection with the 
Delavan Scandal, as having been a wit- 
ness till I have become tired of it And 
I hope you will allow me room in tho 
columns of your paper for a note. It 
is true I was a pupil under instructions 
at the Dolavan Doaf and Dumb Insti- 
tute. I ontered in the fall of 18G9 and 
left, at the close of 1870. 

A person iu my condition who would 
be destitute of gratitude to the public 
for having provided a noble charity 
whereby deaf mutes can be educated 
wonld be unworthy of your attention. 
Hut this gratitude I feel that I owe 
to tho State and not to the men and 
women hired and well paid by the 
State for their services in taking charge 
of the Institute. I was not born a 
mute, but became afflicted with deaf 
ness when a little more than eight 
years of age. Consequently I have 
language and am able to express my- 
self better than those who are born 
doaf. Being a constant inmate of the 
Institute and companion of the deaf 
girls, and soon becoming familiar with 
the sign language, with which they all 
conversed, I soon became familiar with 
all that was transpiring, and then some 
strange occurrences took place. The 
steward, A. J. Woodbury, roomed in 
the Institute building and not far from 
the girls. It was the custom for tho 
girls to do the work in his room. Ono 
year I left the Institution and return- 
ed home in consequence of the gross 
wrongs I knew to be practiced on tho 
deaf girls. A change occurring in the 
management of the Institution I re- 
turned to complete my course of study, 
but agnin left at tho close of my sixth 
year in conscipienec of the same shame- 
ful deportment on the part of some of 
the officers. I was summoned to Mad- 
ison recently to testify m an investi- 
gation into the management of the In- 
stitution. 1 can say 1 positively know 
that the report, as a result of that in- 
vestigation, was very wrong and uu 
just. A. ,1. Woodbury baa been guilty 
of criminal conduct toward some of 
the deaf girls while pupils at the In- 
stitute 

The officers seem to have only one 
aim in controlling that Institute, and 
thai is to protect the criminals and 
punish any party who mnv h*tray 
them. Dear friends of the State, if 
such proceedings are right and men 
can commit their hellish desire upon 
children who are so unfortunate as to 
be born deaf and Speechless, if such 
things are right, why not reduce the 
expense of the State by throwing open 
the doors of the Slide prison and conn 
ty jails, and give the inmates a 10II of 
honor as honest men the same as they 
have Woodbury, or let somebody hire 
them again to commit another crime. 
I think 1 am conscientiously doing the 
public a favor for so kindly intending 
such an educational institute for the 
deaf children of the State, when I ex 
pose the crimes and wrongs that I 
know and have seen committed there. 
I regret that till the testimony was 
not published. The iniquity of that 
place has become horrible, and because 
the mutes are not often fluent to make 
known their thought'-, every advantage 
is takoimf them. From the principal 
and matron down they form mostly 
a league to protect each other, and . 
but very little for the real welfare of 
the mutes. I was once a pupil of Mr. 
Schilling's class and he is and was 
well acquainted with me. but in his 
testimony he did not wish to renn m 
her the fact. As Miss K. Smith, IV 
Motte's teacher, tried bo hard in vari 
ous ways to besmirch me xvith some 
of the other girls who had been called 
to testify, I would like to mention the 
fact I caught her and IX) Motte at two 
different times in improper conduct.

KEEP OFF THE RAILROAD TRACK. 

Upon reading the account of Frank 
II. I 'row's untimely death, one is nat- 
urally prompted tO wonder why a per 
son deprived of the. sense of hearing — 
that thing alone which could warn him 
of his danger — should persist in walk 
ing upon a railroad track, which may 
had him to but a premature grave. 

Deaf -mates, beware of the railroad 

track at any and all times, no matter 
whether the distance be long or short, 
for you cannot keep yourselves always 
On the watch for the approaching train ; 
there will be times when your minds 
are taken up with some subject of 
great interest and you fall into a brown 
study, or deep thought, forgetful of 
where you are and of everything else, 
and then -then when it is too late - 
the engine is upon you and yon aro 
hurled into eternity before your time. 
The iron track is no less fatal to our 
race than the sword of Rome was to 
the Cart hagenians. Even to stop up- 
on the track may be fatal; for, in the 
present case. Mr. Drew was only in 
the act of crossing when he met with 
his sudden death. Never trust even 
the gatekeeper, employed at, every 
street crossing, to guard against acci- 
dents, but rather trust to your own 
eyes. I have a good reason for giving 
the last, advice, for I once had a narrow 
escape from t he fate ol"Mr. Drew. Had

sooner, in all probability, I bad not 

lived to write this ; and after the train 
had rushed past, and while 1 was shud- 
dering at, my escape from so terrible 
a fate, there was the Ihignmn, just 
roused from a stolen nap, running lan- 
tern in hand out of his den.

The Board of Trustees for tho Doaf 
and Dumb Asylum, at Delavan, have 
issued a lengthy justification of the 
report of the Stato Board of Charities 
and Reform. The report of the Board 
of Trustees is as lamo and unsatisfac- 
tory as tho report of the investigating 
board. Tin- more the matter is stirred 
up the more the people believe that 
tin' management has been a sink of in- 
iquity, disgracoful to any civilized com- 
munity. The attack on Williams can 
not hide tho crimes of DoMotte and 
Woodbury. Mary F. Stillwoll, who 
had been an inmate of the institution 
for six years, in a letter to the Milwau 
utini!, dated August 3d, 1878, 
says, among other things : 

"The officers seem to have but one 
aim in controlling that Institute, and 
that is to protect the criminals and 
punish any party who may betray 
them. Dear friends of tho State, if such 
proceedings are right and men can 
commit their hellish desire upon chil- 
dren who are so unfortunate as to be 
born deaf au,d speechless ; if such 
things are right, why not reduce the 
expense of the State by throwing opi n 
the doors of the State prison and 
county jails and give the inmates a roll 
of honor as honest neii the same as 
they have Woodbury, or let somebody 
hire them again to commit another 
crime ? I think I am conscientiously 
doing the public a favor for so 
kindly intending such an edooational 
institute for the deaf children of the 
Slate, when I expose the crimes and 
wrongs that I know and have seen 
committed there.'' 

We give below a reply of Mr. C. L. 
Williiuns to assertions made against 
him by the board of trustees of the 
Delavan Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb. As Mr. Williams was the 
principal accuser of the management 
of the Institute in the late investiga- 
tion, and the State and local boards 
contrived to make the investigation 
bear upon him rather than upon the 
management, and have also attempted 
to prevent his being heard elsewhere, 
it seems only fair to present his side 
of the question :

FniTon Dkmockvt : — 1 hope I may 
be allowed to make a few corrections 
to tin- recent report or circular of the 
Hoard of Trustees ofthe Delavan Deaf 
and Dumb Institute, through the col 
umns of your paper. The attempt of 
that body of men is to deliberately 
besmirch me in the eyes of the public, 
so that I may gain no hearing or op 
portunity to present my side of the 
case, or have the just opportunity of 
making any defense. Tin y have on 
each and every occasion denied me the 
privilege of a fair trial and deliberate 
ly attempted before the eyes of the 
public to cover me with a cloud of foul 
disgrace, that behind this ephemeral 
mist the real guilty parties may escape 
uitemiiiiUou"iiie\ 

Of course each party naturally wants 
to have the public believe they are 
right, but neither party has a right to 
ft the fact' , and deliberately lie 
to deceive the public into a wrong be- 
lief. Believing you will be candid 
enough to allow me the use of your 
columns to in ike a statement of a few- 
facts, I will mention that I never c\ 
pect to get full justice in this world 
for my attempts to correct errors and 
crime, and for the abuse that has been 
so meanly heaped upon me 

Governor Ludington wrote A. L. 

Ohapin, president of the Board of 
Trustees, Feb It, 1877, that "very 
and scandalous charges" were 
made against, me >n the Institut. 
L. Chapin to Governor Ludmgton, 
Feb. 18, 1877; "The scandalous charg- 
es to which you refer were communi- 
cated to the principal, and by him were 
communicated to i days ago.

By resolution of the same Board of 
Trustees we have. April 10th, 1877 : 
"The Hoard of Trustees have net been 
called on to investigate any charges 
of immoral conduct on the part of Mr. 
Williiuns.' ;et contradiction of

I had p rese nt ed my charges against 
the management of the Institute to 
Hon Joseph Hamilton, of Milwaukee, 
months before I had resigned, in writ 
ing, which charges he now has in his 
possession. 

T had been to Principal De Motte 
and asked him what the rumors meant 
that were hinted to me by outside par 
ties of impending peril. He totally 
denied all knowledge of any charges 

against me, and stated that bo thought 

rumors must refer to the then 
recent report of the State Board of 
Charities. I then went, to Trust. 

bo admitted that there was a 
little matter against me. but would 

give me no particulars whatever, yet 

assured me that 1 should have the priv 

■ fa hir trial. I replied that that 

was all 1 asked ; that I had another 

similar field of work in Chicago, but 

(hat 1 had been waiting some time to 

■ain if there were ai 

e before! left, so tl 

meet them and defend myself. He 
again assured me that I should haven 
fair chance. 1 took no more not 



the Hon. John E. Thomas, of Sheboy- 
gan, which after a little hesitation was 
granted Ho informed me that there 
were no charges against me, but that 
there was a prejudice against me on 
the part of some of the trustees, and 
that De Motte was very angry with me 
for writing the charges to Hamilton, 
and he thought that I hail better re- 
sign. We returned to the trustees 
and I told them as there wore no eharg 
os against me, and its I hod been wait- 
ing to resign in favor of my work in 
Chicago, I would do so. A. L. Chapin 
at once manifested interest in my work 
end moved that I bo granted a 
leave of absoneo for a week for that 
purpose, which I now have. 

A few days later I learned from Mr. 
Choevcr at Clinton that an assignation 
had been charged against me on the 
night of the Ma of November previ- 
ous. This was on tho night before 
Trustee I sham died, and I was thus en- 
abled to prove a positive alibi. 

A friend of Miss Mary E. Smith, — 
Prof. A. N. Pratt, — was visiting us on 
that day, and was with me during the 
evening and next day. He furnished 
me his affidavit, which the State Board 
of Charities now have, and with other 
documents which they will not return 
to me. 

But the real cause of all this stealth 
ami conspiracy against mo was De- 
Motte s cooler at being exposed. At 
Madison and Delavan during the short 
time I was allowed to be at each place 
recently, he insulted mo in a passion- 
ate and undignified manner. He all 
the time has depended upon Chapin 
to c om bine with him to injure me. 
These facts, which can all be easily 
verified, show the straits to which the 
defense has been driven in making out 
their reports and circulars. 

The attempt of the local board to 
make it appear that the Hon. John E. 
Thomas was sent by them to inform 
me of tho charges before I was re- 
quested to resign by (hem is, of itself, 
an acknowledgement of guilt 

These positive contradictory state- 
ments of themselves, which are in their 
own handwriting. Do Motto's anger and 
evasions in consequence of my pi' 
ed charges to Hon Joseph Hamilton 
mouths before, and their suppression 
of testimony from the public, gives 
only one conclusion of dishonesty and 
misrepresentation.

I was very sorry to hear of the death 
of the King of Hanover. It brought 
to my recollection an incident when 
tin' king was Prince tieorge of Cum 
berland. I was a private pupil of Mr. 
Thomas James Watson (SOU of the 
late Dr. Watson), of the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum, in the Old Kent Road, 
in 1830. Prinet G e or ge of Cumber 
land and his eowsiu, Prince George of 
Cambridge, wtutttefa t«to>-c ft,, 
It. W. (afterwards Dr.) Jelf and the 
Rev. J. Ryle Wood (now Canon of 
star) came to the Old Kent Road 
Asylum to see the Deaf and Dumb 
School, in 1831.

I remember Prince George of 
Cambridge (now the Duke of 
bridge) left tho school-room, and went 
to the entrance hall himself to fetch 
his footman to see the doaf and dumb 
children.

I 
and my few school-fellows stood a lit- 
tle way from our desks, to bow to the 
Prinost They wei .lite to us. 

The Princes asked Mr. Watson, the 
Principal of the Deaf and Dumb Asy- 
lum, to be so good as to allow the 
children to have a Royal holiday in the 
afternoon. We w ore all asked to thank 
the Princes for their kindness. Mr. 
Watson took them and their tutors to 
the general diniug room to Bee the 
boys and girls at their dinners. The 
Prince Georgo of Cumberland asked 
one of tho Doaf and Diunb assistants 
for a small piece of hot snot pudding. 
Mr. Watson ordered one of the boys 
to get ii better plate, silver fork, silver 
spoon, and knife, at once ; but Prince 
Georgo said ho did not want them.
